The purpose of this program is 
to enable garden clubs, nurserymen, 
publications and all others interested 
in arousing interest and providing in- 
struction in home gardening to act in 
unison and thus increase their effec- 
tiveness.

Plant for Permanence 


by DONALD WYMAN 


Mountain Andromeda 





HE mountain andromeda (Pieris 

floribunda) is one of those native 

American plants which should be 
considered for almost every garden. This 
low, broad-leaved evergreen shrub is oc- 
casionally found in the higher altitudes 
of the southern Appalachian Mountains 
but is completely hardy as far north as 
Boston. It grows well in cultivation, 
produces beautiful early spring flowers 
and is one of those highly valued “low- 
maintenance” plants which when estab- 
lished seem to be able to take care of 
themselves indefinitely. 

When we speak of broad-leaved ever- 
greens in the northern United States, we 
usually think of mountain laurel and 
rhododendrons. We frequently overlook 
this native pieris, which is just as good 
in many respects and accommodatingly 
grows in acid or slightly alkaline soil. 

The mountain andromeda is valued 
highly for its flowers—upright terminal 
spikes of small white bell-like blooms 
borne in early spring at about the same 
time as the blossoms of the Japanese 
weeping cherry and service-berry. These 
flower spikes are 2 to 5 inches long and 
the small evergreen leaves about 3% 
inches long. One of this plant’s chief 
merits is the fact that the flower buds, 
formed during the summer growing pe- 
riod, are prominent all winter long. 
When these plants are observed through 
frosted windows in winter, the dormant 
flower buds are promising reminders 
that spring is just around the corner. 

Usually this evergreen attains 5 to 6 
feet in height and twice this in width. 


Consequently, it’s excellent for founda- 
tion planting or even for use as a speci- 
men by the front doorstep or along the 
garden walk. 

This shrub is definitely a low-main- 
tenance plant because of its resistance to 
serious infestations of diseases or insects. 
In this respect, it is superior to many of 
our choicest garden plants. Indeed when 
this shrub is planted in good soil and 
given a reasonable amount of moisture, it 
should be self-maintaining. 

Mountain andromeda is available from 
a majority of the larger nurseries. It is 
propagated chiefly by seeds, although 
cuttings taken from  half-mature side 
shoots can be rooted. In Europe, the 
plant is propagated by layering, but it 
takes nearly two years for young plants 
to develop by this method. In most places 
in America, the climate is so dry at 
some particular season that layers may 
not prove successful unless great care is 
taken to prevent the young plants with 
their very tender rootlets from drying 
out for even a single day. 

Every gardener likes to have a shrub 
which normally grows with 
branches curving toward the ground on 
all sides. The mountain andromeda 
does just this. If a branch dies or is 
broken off. the shrub can be carefully 
pruned so that some young wood is left 
near the opening caused by the missing 
branch. Usually. it’s not long before 
new growth fills up such holes. This 
shrub can’t be sheared like privet, but it 
can be made to thicken, if necessary, by 
pinching the shoots here and there to

“Species Plantarum” 


by FRANCIS C. COULTER 


N THE long history of plant science, 
no name is more famous than that 


of Linnaeus and no book is more

To what does he 
owe his fame? And why is the bicen- 
tennial of his book on the species of 
plants worthy of notice? 

Carl Linne (Linnaeus is the Latin form 
of the name) was born in 1707, the son 
of a country parson in south Sweden, and 
a love of flowers seems to have been in- 
stinctive with him. They were his first 
toys: when he was a noisy baby, he would 
at once become quiet if a flower were put 
into his hand. As a child of four, he went 
to a picnic with his father, who told the 
guests the names of various flowers they 
saw, and thereafter it was the lad’s great 
pleasure to learn more and more plant 
names. He little thought, we may be 


sure, that he was thus laying a founda- 
tion for his life’s work. 

At school he was an average student, 
though specially good in Latin, the only 
language other than Swedish that he ever 
knew. But Latin was sufficient, as in 
those days it was the lingua franca of 
learned men in all countries. Plants were 
still his main interest, to the disappoint- 
ment of his parents who had intended 
him for the church, and when he went 
on to the University of Uppsala it was to 
study medicine and botany, which then 
went hand in hand. Except for the little 
money his parents could give him, he 
had to work his way, and a hard way it 
was until eased by scholarships and the 
kindness of professors who gave board 
and room to so promising a young man. 

When only 25, Linnaeus was selected 
by the Academy of Sciences to survey 
Lapland, the bleak northern area of 
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Linnaeus in Lapland dress with his magic 


drum for carrying plants. He’s hold- 
ing the twin-flower vine, named for him. 


Sweden and Norway. There he traveled 
over 4,000 miles in conditions of hard- 
ship but with much success, including the 
discovery of more than 100 new plants. 
Next he went to Holland, where he took 
his M.D., stayed three years and pro- 
duced 14 books, then visited England and 
France, set up in Stockholm as a physi- 
cian, married, and finally settled down in

1741 to his long career as professor of 
botany in Uppsala. 

Students came to him from many lands, 
for he was a great teacher and as un- 
usual as he was inspiring. To have been 
a pupil of Linnaeus was in itself enough 
to secure an appointment, and some of 
these pupils went on to fame. 


As the busy years passed, Linnaeus be- 
came more renowned and honors came 
to him. He was created a Knight of the 
Polar Star in 1753 and was admitted to 
the House of Nobles in 1761, adding the 
honorific “von” to his name. He paid 
little attention to this, however, and 
signed Carl Linne as often as Carl von 
Linne. In 1775, being in poor health, he 
resigned and lingered in the gradual de- 
cline of his faculties until his death in 


1778. 


In circumstances which the Swedish 
people have never ceased to deplore, -the 
collections of Linnaeus, including his 
herbarium, manuscripts, correspondence, 
stuffed animals and birds, shells, insects 
and minerals, were purchased from his 
family by a young English naturalist, 
J. E. Smith, and‘taken to London. There, 
with a few exceptions, they are to this 
day preserved as priceless treasures. 

It is computed that Linnaeus wrote 
altogether 180 books, large and small, 
one of the latest being the “Species 
Plantarum,” which he first planned in 
1733 and eventually compiled with im- 
mense labor between 1746 and 1753. The 
200th anniversary of this book will be 
marked by a facsimile reprint of its two 
volumes. 


In systematic botany “Species Planta- 
rum” is regarded as an epoch-making 
work, since it has been’ universally 
agreed upon as the starting-point for the 
Latin binomial, or two-word, names of 
plants. These are recognized in all coun- 
tries, and so enable positive identification 
of a plant species anywhere, regardless 
of innumerable vernacular names. 


It is not claimed that Linnaeus _in- 
vented binomial names, or that he thought 
they would suffice without the additional 
phrase that went with plant names in the 
older books. Binomials were used even 
in the 4th century B.C. by Theophrastus. 
the father of botany, but it was Linnaeus 
who systematized them and made them 
into a workable code of nomenclature, 
distinguishing for the first time between 
species: and varieties, and making the 
species the unit of classification. 


What Linnaeus did, then, was to bring 
order into the diffuse and chaotic mass 
of knowledge about plants by providing 
a means of classification and a system 
which, though imperfect as he well knew, 
permitted a plant to be labeled very sim- j 
ply but so effectively that it could not be 


-confused with any other. His genius was

The fox sparrow’s song is much like 
the soft tinkling of tiny silver bells. 


rt 1s always a source of pride and 

satisfaction to point out to our winter 

visitors the various birds that ‘use the 
feeding stations and feast on fruiting 
plants. The magnificent plumages of the 
bluebirds, purple finches, evening gros- 
beaks, towhees, cardinals and blue jays 
are sure to cause comment and admira- 
tion. No bird, however, is of greater 
interest than the fox sparrow, who may 
have traveled from as far as northwestern 
Alaska to sojourn here. 

The fox sparrow breeds chiefly north 
of the United States to the tree limit in 
Alaska and Canada and winters wholly 
in this country and Lower California, 
Mexico. The rich brown and gray of 
this sparrow are its best identifying char- 
acteristics, and the reddish brown tail 
and heavily marked underparts are dis- 
tinctive. It is the largest of our native 
sparrows and is sometimes mistaken for 
a species of thrush. To distinguish it 
from the latter, one needs but to observe 
the heavy conical bill. 

The fox sparrow may be seen along 
the edges of woodlands, often in thickets 
where the ground is bare. scratching 
away as if for dear life. This is one of 
our few sparrows that dig with both feet 
at the same time. It leaps into the air 
and scratches or kicks quickly with both 
its powerful feet making them fairly fly, 
as well as everything they touch, before 
it actually lands on them again. Thus 
it is able to excavate rapidly, throwing 
leaves and earth sometimes a yard or 
more. If a snowstorm covers the ground 
with several inches of snow and cuts off 
most of the smaller birds from their chief 
source of food, this does not inconven- 
ience the lusty fox sparrow. He exca- 
vates! Jumping and scratching, he makes 
the snow fly and soon is at his usual 
occupation of turning over dead leaves 
and searching for seeds and insects. 

The song of this species is one of the 
most beautiful of any of the sparrow tribe 
—a loud, rich, energetic carol composed 
of full clear tones suggesting the song 
of the purple finch, though shorter and 
clearer.

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but more like the soft tinkling of tiny 
silver bells. Sometimes in late March a 
particularly vigorous bird will sing al- 
most continuously for five or ten minutes 
with hardly a pause. The musical efforts 
of these birds when migrating, however, 
are not to be compared with the full 
song of their breeding grounds. 

The fox sparrow does most of his 
foraging in the leaf litter on the ground, 
and a distinctive feature of its diet is 
wild fruit. Many berries that have fallen 
to the ground are picked up even though 
not more than the seeds remain and 
these cracked by the powerful bill. Great 
favorites are both the pulp and seeds of 
crabapples. 

Crabapples as a group are about our 
most ornamental flowering and fruiting 
trees. In May their branches are 
wreathed with bloom so thick that the 
foliage cannot be seen. The majority of 
the species and varieties have single 
flowers, but there are some with double 
and semidouble blossoms. Colors range 
from pure white to dark purplish red, 
with many variations in between. Not 
the least of the assets of crabapples is 
their beauty in bud. Even though the 
flowers of many are pure white, buds may 
be pink or even red and white. In some 
varieties the color of buds and flowers is 
identical. The fragrance of the flowers 
adds materially to the effectiveness of 
these plants in bloom. 

The fruits range in size from that of a 
small pea up to 2 inches in diameter and 
the colors from pure red to pure yellow 
with all intermediate shades and com- 
binations. The fruits of some crabs 
begin to show color in early August, 
while almost all have colored fruit dur- 
ing September. After that, the pomes of 
many varieties begin to fall, while others 
may remain on all autumn and even 
through winter. 

Crabapples generally are small trees. 
A few are standards, others are round 
and moundlike in habit. some are vase- 
shaped, a few have pendulous branches 
and several are columnar in habit, at 
least while young. 

Sargent crabapple, Malus sargenti, is 
the only one small enough to be consid- 
ered a shrub, reaching a height of about 
8 feet and a width of more than twice the 
height. It is dense and moundlike and 
covered with pure white, fragrant blos- 
soms in mid-May. The fruit is small but 
colors before leaves drop in fall, making 
an excellent red-green color combination. 
They may remain on the plant well into 
winter. 

Usually, migratory birds do not take 
to pomes of the Sargent crab as they are 
very hard. But after the rigors of early 
winter, the fruit is softened enough to 
become extremely palatable to our feath- 
ered friends. In the meantime these 
plants serve as handsome specimens in 
our gardens, boasting two seasons of 
effective beauty.»

West Coast 
Gardening 


By LESTER ROWNTREE 


EST COAST gardeners are becoming 

chromosome conscious and more 

and more they ask about these 
infinitesimal forces. We can garden more 
intelligently when we recognize their ex- 
istence. Chromosomes lie in the center 
of the life-bearing seed and carry in them 
a series of hereditary factors called genes 
—each one a packet of some vital char- 
acteristic to appear in the plant. It is 
largely through the use of this informa- 
tion that hybridizers have been able to 
act with more certainty to attain the 
great strides in plant breeding made to- 
day. 

Azalea flower spot is increasing on the 
West Coast, and it is well to be on the 
alert for the small circular spots on the 
petal backs which indicate its presence. 
Indian and Kurume azaleas are especially 
susceptible. Although the disease dis- 
figures the flowers, it does not harm the 
plant itself. Once established, azalea 
flower spot is hard to get rid of. Follow 
this program: Keep your plants clean; 
scratch up all fallen flowers and leaves. 
Pick and burn infected flowers as soon as 
you recognize the disease. Spray the 
buds with a fungicide and then mulch 
the greund with peat or leafmold. 


Southern California 


That delightful little evergreen shrub 
Ochna multiflora grows much taller and 
is more floriferous in the summer-warm 
Southland than in the Fog Belt, but it is 
not likely to be entirely evergreen here. 
In February it produces flowers like St. 
John’s wort followed by shiny stone 
fruits, which it may hold into September 
—they are first green, then scarlet and 
finally black. January is a good month to 
plant this self-sowing bush, which is 
charming against a low stone wall. 

This is also the time to work with roses 
—to plant the new and prune the old and 
move any that need a change. It is the 
month for spraying most fruit trees, set- 
ting out strawberry plants, sowing seed 
flats with aubretia, venidium, lobelia, 
petunia, marigold and dimorphotheca. 

In the vegetable garden you will get 
quicker germination by digging the soil, 
surfacing it with ripe compost and sow- 
ing seeds of chard, radish, parsley, let- 
tuce, mustard, carrots and beets right in 
the loose, warm humus. Be sure to keep 
seeds from drying out.

use the orange A. aurantiaca; you'll 
never get rid of it. Where space is 
limited, use the less rampant species in 
more interesting colors—A. chilensis and 
A. macrophylla hybrids and the exquisite 
blue A. violacea, among others.

A 
one-year seedling reaches 3 or 4 inches 
into the ground, and since the tenuous 
rootlets break at a touch, leave it where 
it is if you do not want to lose it. 

Alstroemerias like cool moist soil and 
sunlight. Foliage appears next month 
and the blooms which begin on matur 
plants in May continue for some tim 
They make excellent cut flowers. Tr 
alstroemerias in front of native shrub 
which need a moist soil—such as Ceano 
thus papillosus and C. holodiscus. Enoug! 
is known about growing alstroemeria on 
the West Coast to warrant an enlighten- 
ing book on the subject. 


Sacramento and 
San Joaquin Valley 


Never were the meadows of wild 
azaleas (Rhododendron occidentale) in 
the lower mountains lovelier than last 
June after the copious winter rains. Al- 
though, this azalea is usually found in 
spring-moist places, it will take an amaz- 
ing lot of drought. In the long central 
valley it blooms with the latest tulips. 
Plant it under deciduous trees, and if 
you use tulips nearby, choose those with 
pale pink and yellow flowers, for there 
is enough white in the azalea blooms to 
make the combination harmonious. When 
the rains stop, provide plenty of water, 
tapering off when the flowering period is 
over. 

Don’t forget that in the Big Valley 
roses, floribundas especially, need plenty 
of iron. Provide it at least every 60 days 
in the form of iron sulfate. A good thick 
mulch helps keep all roses in condition. 
If you are addicted to old-fashioned ar- 
rangements, add Crimson Rosette to your 
rose collection; you'll love its solid 
center whirl of petals. 


Pacifie Northwest 


When planning the herbaceous border 
—and this is a good month to do it—do 
think the design through and avoid the 
mess resulting from a planting “begun 
by chance, continued without plan, fin- 
ished without intention.” Give your bor- 
der distinction by deviating from the 
hackneyed. Go slow on shasta daisies, 
and choose phlox in good colors. Try an 
occasional old-fashioned rose at the back 
of a wide bed. And why not take ad- 
vantage of the soft yellow flowers and 
feathery foliage of ordinary fennel or 
mullein? Add a few flowering shrubs, 
too. Buddleia alternifolia is especially 
useful since it can be pruned into a few 
graceful wands, a treelike shrub or 4 
plain bush.

Southern 


Gardens

PRAYING comes first on the southern 
gardener’s list when the tempera- 
ture is 50° or above and the day is 

sunny with no wind. The standard safe- 
guard against scale and other insect 
pests is the old lime sulphur spray. One 
part of the solution to 40 parts water is 
the right proportion for all ornamentals. 
For pecans, use a one to ten ratio. 


TREES AND SHRUBS can be planted 
from now until March, weather permit- 
ting. Consider your plants carefully. 
omitting the ligustrums and pittosporums 
which grow too wide and heavy for smal! 
gardens. The thorny barberries make 
wonderful low barriers or specimen 
plants; yellow-flowered Berberis julianae 
is one of the best. For the background 
choose upright Cleyera japonica or 
loquats (Eriobotryo japonica), which 
bear delicious fruit as well as beautiful 
foliage, Loquats grow wide as well as 
tall and in a small garden must be kept 
in bounds by frequent pruning. 


BOXWOODS are desirable plants in 
southern gardens. They are hardy and 
long-lived, occurring as magnificent 
hedges and specimens in Williamsburg, 
Arlington and other old gardens through- 
out the South. Long 
plants which arrived with their roots 
frozen in balls of earth were set out in a 
small Augusta garden. The plants were 
broken apart with an axe but, amaz- 
ingly, every plant lived. The larger box- 
wood, Buxus sempervirens, is useful for 
background plantings. Buxus sg, 
fruticosa is lower growing. The Japanese 
boxwood, B. microphylla japonica, is 
lighter in color and more rapid growing. 
This variety is said to be less hardy, but 
it survives all winter temperatures in 
South Carolina.

ROSES must be ordered now and 
planted no later than February 15. If the 
shipment arrives when it is too cold to 
set out the plants, heel them in a trench 
without disturbing the roots.

In my own small garden, the roses 
have been a continual joy during the past 
year. Although they received little care, 
Mission Bells, Helen Traubel, Peace. 
Fashion and Buccaneer have bloomed 
through heat, drought and a fall hurri- 
cane.

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Ameriean Horticultural Couneil 


T its annual meeting in Philadel- 

phia in November, the American 

Horticultural Council became, in 
effect, an organization of organizations. 
Previously, the membership consisted 
of individuals, firms and “organiza- 
tions represented by delegates,” and 
each individual member and each dele- 
gate of a member organization had one 
vote at business meetings. Under the 
amended by-laws, the membership struc- 
ture remains substantially the same, but 
all business is conducted by a newly 
created Board of Governors. This Board 
is made up of one representative from 
each member organization and ten indi- 
vidual members. 


Several hundred organizations are eli- 
gible for membership in the Council. 
At the time of the Philadelphia meeting, 
however, only nine belonged: four na- 
tional plant societies, two national trade 
associations, two national garden club 
organizations, and one national associa- 
tion of professional gardeners. The 
Council’s achievement of its objectives 
under the new setup will therefore de- 
pend upon a greatly increased member- 
ship of national-scope organizations. 


f iper objects of the American Horti- 
cultural Council are the advancement 
of horticulture and the improvement of 
its practices in all groups—amateur, pro- 
fessional, scientific and commercial. For 
the present, it will work directly toward 
closer cooperation among the various 
plant societies and higher and more uni- 
form general horticultural standards. 
Specifically, it will concern itself first 
with these three problems: 


REGISTRATION OF New Pants. Most 
of the larger plant societies provide for 
the registration and description of new 
varieties, but their systems vary con- 
siderably and in some there is an obvi- 
ous need for greater accuracy and in- 
creased general usefulness. The Council 
will endeavor to improve this situation 
and thus bring about a closer unifica- 
tion of American horticulture. 


Prant Names. The Council will do its 
best to bring American plant name usage 
into conformity with the International 
Rules of Botanical Nomenclature and the 
new International Code of Nomenclature 
for Cultivated Plants which was adopted 
for a four-year trial period at the Inter- 
national Horticultural Congress in Lon- 
don last September. It will consider modi- 
fications of the cultivated plant name 
code that may seem necessary and will 
also work out a simplified version of the 
code for use in the trade, in plant society 
work and in the horticultural press. 


HorTICULTURAL ADVERTISING. Perhaps 
the most important immediate step of 
the reorganized Council will be the draft- 
ing of a code of horticultural advertis- 
ing standards. This will be developed 
from the American Association of Nur- 
serymen’s recently adopted minimum 
standards for the advertising of nursery 
stock and will be undertaken with the 
cooperation also of the American Seed 
Trade Association, the Society of Ameri- 
can Florists and all other trade and ama- 
teur groups interested in raising the 
standards of newspaper, magazine, radio 
and television advertising of horticul- 
tural products.

The new plants for the new year are legion. They offer 
adventure to every gardener, whether he be expert or be- 
ginner, whether his garden is large or small. Too, they 
offer the tantalizing fun of being the first in the community 
to grow something new. And who knows? Perhaps one of 
these 1953 introductions will prove the answer to all your 
garden dreams. 

There are new colors and improved flower and plant 
forms in the old stand-by annuals and perennials: eye- 
appealing. tasty and more productive fruits and vege- 
tables: and some entirely different plants never before 
offered in the United States. 

Topping the list of new annuals are the All-America 
selections. Only two introductions received the approval 
and recommendation of the judges for awards in 1953. 
They are Royal Carpet alyssum, which was awarded a 
Silver Medal. and the Comanche petunia, which received a 
Bronze Vedal.

Two new varieties each of the ever- 
popular zinnias, marigolds and sweet peas are also among 
the 18 annuals pictured herein, as well as one aster. gail- 
lardia, verbena, viola, stock, tetra snapdragon and celosia. 

Other new-annuals not pictured but still among the 1953 
introductions include a larkspur, three tetra snaps and a 
marigold. Regal Light Blue larkspur, a much-awaited 
light blue, produces erect heavy stems well filled with huge 
delphinium-like florets. Tetra Candlelight, Tetra Crimson 
and Tetra Shades of Rose are new Burpee snapdragons. 
Candlelight is a clear bright yellow; Crimson, a deep but 
bright crimson; while Shades of Rose is a blend of the 
clear deep rose shades. The new marigold is Atomic Gold.

A GUIDE TO THE LATEST INTRODUCTIONS 


by C. EUGENE PFISTER 


PRESIDENT, AMERICAN ROSE SOCIETY

HE new year’s roses will kindle the enthusiasm of experienced 
rosarians and novices alike. Gardeners across the country will 
find among the 25 rose introductions some for specific landscape 
purposes and some “just for the enjoying.” Among the new 
varieties are hybrid teas, floribundas, climbers, pillars and a 

charming miniature, all worthy additions to established gardens or exciting 
first rose purchases. ' 

Each year brings better flowers on better plants. New techniques in 
breeding, propagating, digging, storing and shipping make it possible for 
more gardeners to enjoy ever more beautiful and numerous forms of the 
most nearly perfect of plants. In fact, there are so many superbly lovely 
roses available today that selecting a few for a small garden is something 
of a problem. Two guides which should prove helpful to you in evaluating 
the new varieties are the All-America Rose Selections awards and the 
reports of rose test gardens throughout the country. American Rose 
Society members can also consult the “Proof of the Pudding” reports in 
the society’s Annual. The following comments on the 1953 roses are based 
upon my own and other testers’ experiences with them. 


New Hybrid Teas 


Hybrid teas are the roses most widely grown today. Plants are 18 to 30 
inches tall, occasionally a little taller, and bear large, well-shaped blooms, 
usually one to a stem. 

ANNETTE, a salmon-pink double with 20 to 25 petals, has moderate to 
strong fragrance. The bud is long-pointed; the high-centered blooms, usually 
borne one to a stem, open to 4 or 44% inches and have good lasting quality 
as cut flowers. Foliage is abundant, large, glossy and dark green. The 
plant grows vigorously, is upright and branches well. (Swim-May Seed & 
Nursery Co.) 

BuccANEER has intense, brilliant yellow coloring. The vigorous plants are 
generally covered with buds which open to 30-petaled double blossoms with 
moderate tea fragrance. This tall, slender plant can be used in the back- 
ground of the garden against fences or walls. It has been awarded a 
Certificate of Merit from Bagatelle in Paris, a Gold Medal from Geneva, 
a first Certificate of Merit at the Rome, Italy, Trials in 1952. (Swim-Arm- 
strong ) 

CHRYSLER IMPERIAL is a truly great crimson rose of fine exhibition quality, 
very double, with 40 to 50 petals. It keeps very well. The beautiful deep 
maroon buds open well and are not affected by variations in weather. The 
abundant, dark green, semiglossy foliage is retained all the way to the 
base of the plant. This was one of the All-America Rose Selections for 
1953. (Lammerts-Germain ) 

CONFIDENCE is a lovely peach-toned pastel blend with long streamlined 
buds opening to fine flowers of 28 to 38 petals. There is bright yellow at 
the base of the petals, with a melting of peach and pink, sometimes white, 
to the outer petals, which are a clear cameo or shrimp pink. [SEE PAGE 76| 


GERMAIN’S

THESE STATELY DENIZENS OF THE FIELD FIND NEW USE AS 
SHADE TREES IN THE HOME LANDSCAPE 


by H. F. STOKE (Va.) 


EW diseases of trees and new de- 
signs of homes pose new problems 
for planners of gardens. The: re- 

liable elms, oaks, sycamores and maples 
of yesteryear are failing to meet the chal- 
lenge of present-day requirements and 
hazards. As a consequence, home owners 
are regarding as replacements trees not 
commonly used in the home landscape. 
Among those finding new merit as orna- 
mentals are the nut trees—those durable 
species which, in addition to pleasant 
shade, provide the added dividend of 
toothsome fruits for winter nibbling. 

The Dutch elm disease and phloem 
necrosis make the further planting of the 
American elm of doubtful wisdom. The 
Chinese elm, here in Virginia at least, 
is defoliated by insects each summer. In 
the Midwest the mysterious oak wilt con- 
tinues to spread, killing as it goes. And 
that splendid lawn tree, the sweet gum, 
has been attacked by an _ unidentified 
disease that threatens its destruction. At 
the same time. wider streets and the 
newly sprawling architecture of Cape 
Cod and ranch houses have reduced yard 
space and called for less majestic and 
more quickly maturing trees. 

There are certain practical considera- 
tions to be weighed in the selection of a 
tree for home grounds. It should be 
hardy, resistant not only to winter cold 
but to summer heat, excessive humidity 
and drought. It should be clean with no 
objectionable premature shedding of 
leaves, obnoxious fruit, bark scales or 
dead twigs. It should be resistant to 
storm damage and attacks by insects and 
diseases, and a rapid grower. However, 


although the latter characteristic is de-. 


sirable, it is not all-important. And the 
tree at maturity should not be so large 
it connot be accommodated comfortably 
in the available space. 

Although you can scarely hope to find 
a single tree species embodying all these 
virtues, you can decide on those charac- 
teristics most important to your particu- 
lar planting need and select your tree 
accordingly. Nut trees often offer a de- 
lightful solution to the problem of what 
to plamt. So let’s consider them now. 

First of all, remember to ask for 


named varieties if you want nut trees 
yielding both shade and a good fruit 
crop. Seedling nut trees are quite satis- 
factory for shade or specimen purposes 
but usually do not bear as early or well 
as the named selections produced by 
grafting or budding. 

Topping the list of nut trees are the 
characteristically American _ hickories. 
The hickory is indigenous to the entire 
area east of the Great Plains, except dis- 
tricts bordering Lake Superior, possibly 
northern New England and_ southern 
Florida. 

In size, the pecan, Carya 
is actually king of the entire hickory 
clan, being one of our largest hardwoods. 
Its native habitat is the rich alluvial bot- 
tom land extending south and southwest- 
ward from the Ohio, Mississippi and Mis- 
souri rivers to southern Texas. There it 
grows to magnificent proportions with a 
trunk diameter of more than 5 feet and a 
height and limb spread exceeding 100 
feet. When the lower branches are re- 
moved, the pecan develops a tall, straight, 
massive trunk that is most impressive. 
Grass grows well beneath its branches. 

Next in size among the hickories is 
the shellbark, C. sometimes 
called kingnut. It too thrives on creek 
and river bottoms. Not to be found in 
the deep South, it grows in the North 
from the Great Plains eastward to the 
Appalachians. It is less adaptable than 
its cousins, the shagbark, C. ovata, of the 
North and the scalybark, Carolinea Sep- 
tentrionalis of the South, and its planting 
should be confined to deep, fertile joams. 

These three, shagbark, shellbark and 
scalybark, constitute the roughbarked 
group that makes the term Old Hickory 
a synonym for rugged strength. Of up- 
right growth, they are, nonetheless, prac- 
tically immune to storm damage and 
quite as interesting in winter undress as 
when clothed in living green. They grow 
more slowly than the pecan but are well 
worth waiting for. Named varieties pro- 
duce superior nuts, some with shells as 
thin as those of the pecan. The foliage is 
healthy and seldom attacked by insects. 

Indigenous to all of the South are the

Chestnuts stage a comeback! 


ONCE DOOMED TO EXTINCTION, THIS VALUABLE TREE IS BECOMING 


AVAILABLE IN BLIGHT-RESISTANT FORMS 


HE American’ chestnut, which 
| seemed doomed to extinction at the 

turn of the century, is about to 
stage a comeback. The great chestnut 
blight started in the middle Atlantic 
states about 1900; by 1930 most of the 
American chestnuts except those in iso- 
lated districts had been killed. But now, 
thanks to the skill and perseverance of 
plant breeders and tree lovers, new and 
improved blight-resistant strains of Chi- 
nese chestnuts are available. And, im- 
proved, blight-resistant strains of the 
American chestnut are in the process of 
development. 

You can have chestnuts in your yard 
now if you live in a zone of moderate 
temperature and moisture. These new, 
more blight-resistant Chinese chestnuts 
are handsome, hardy trees of spreading 
habit and make attractive and useful 
additions to any grounds large enough to 
accommodate a full-size apple tree. 

The edible chestnut should not be con- 
fused with the horse chestnut that Long- 
fellow described in his poem about the 
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Many a pleasant afternoon is spent under the spreading chestnut tree which shades 
this lawn. It is one of the few remaining American chestnuts, once an important 
forest tree with a wide range from Maine to Georgia and from New York State to 
the Mississippi. The new blight-resistant strains may help to restore its fame.

village blacksmith. This tree is the 
chestnut often seen in Paris and other 
European cities, where it is planted 
along boulevards and in parks. Nor 
should the chestnut be confused with its 
close relative, the chinquapin or chin- 
kapin. This grows in about the same 
territory as the chestnut, from Pennsyl- 
vania southward and westward, but it is 
usually more of a bush than a tree. The 
nuts are edible but are borne singly 
instead of three or more to a burr as in 


~ the chestnut. 


The American chestnut was once one 
of our most important forest trees, with 
a wide range from Maine to northern 
Georgia, westward to the Mississippi, 
northward to Michigan and_ across 
through New York State into New Eng- 
land. It was most abundant in the Ap- 
palachian region and grew to be a mag- 
nificent tree in the southern mountain 
states. In southern New England stumps 
still stand of great trees that were 4 feet 
thick and perhaps 100 feet high. 

Until recent years even lumber from

TIPS FOR NORTHERN GARDENERS 


by P. J. MCKENNA 


FTER the Christmas holidays, we’re usually bombarded with 
such questions as: What’s wrong with my poinsettia? The 
leaves are yellowing and falling off. Why has my Christ- 
mas begonia stopped flowering? Why do the buds on my 

gardenia drop before they open? And so it goes. Each year the 
mail gets a little heavier on these problems, which would indicate 
gift plants are on the increase. So right now let’s have a timely 
look at the reasons for the decline of these plants which have 
so skillfully been ‘brought to their peak of perfection in the com- 
mercial greenhouse for the Yuletide. 

First of all, conditions in most homes are totally unlike those in 
which the plants grew, and the change to the new environment 
is usually too much for them. The “care” given them in the 
home is another factor. In the hot dry rooms, plants are usually 
overwatered—and are often even left standing in water. To make 
matters worse, fertilizer is applied in the mistaken notion that 
this will help. 

If these gift plants are to survive at all, first requisites are plenty 
of light and a night temperature of about 60° to 65°. Soil must 
be kept moist but not saturated. Occasional light spraying of 
foliage helps. During December and early January, the low 
periods of the growing year, the majority of indoor plants merely 
mark time. Go easy on watering at this period and give little or 
no fertilizer. Also, stir the surface soil in the pots occasionally. 
And it’s particularly important during this period [SEE Pace 63]

HE show is on! The camellia show, that is—in 

Southern and Western gardens, in Northern con- 

servatories and flower-bedecked halls. January 

is the month in which conversation turns to the 

old-time favorite, when collectors vie with each 
other to acquire the latest varieties and when the flowers 
themselves compete for top honors. January, therefore, is 
the logical month to bring you this new-variety sequel to the 
article on early-flowering camellias which appeared in the 
October FLowER GROWER. 

In recent years Ville de Nantes has been the most con- 
sistent blue ribbon winner, with Woodville Red giving it 
stiff competition in some sections. It will be interesting 
to see what the 1953 challengers are. There have been 
many introductions in the last decade, and now a whole 
new species enters the picture. This is a group of Chinese 
reticulatas flown from Yunnan Province in 1948 and 
finally offered for sale this year. But first, let’s take an 
over-the-years look at what it’s taken backstage to give us 
today’s delightful camellia pageant. 

In 1920, a few years before the current revival of inter- 
est in Camellia japonica started, there were only 50 to 
100 known varieties. So rapidly has the popularity of this 
beautiful flowering evergreen spread that there are now 
some 1,500 varieties available with a steady flow of new-

comers reaching the market each year. This rapid increase 
is due to the curiosity and adventurous spirit of a few 
fanciers who continue to import new varieties from Europe 
and the Orient; to men of faith and patience who plant 
seeds and wait years for their first flowers; and to a few 
discerning people who recognize worth-while mutations 
and perpetuate them as new varieties. Moreover, it is due 
to Mr. and Mrs. Home Gardener, who collect camellias 
with such insatiable enthusiasm that they are an inspira- 
tion to plantsmen seeking something new. 

There is a long lapse of time between the production of 
a new variety and its introduction to the public. A pioneer 
camellia hybridizer, K. Sawada, raised 50,000 seedlings 
from 1917 to 1940, Of these, he considered only 25 varieties 
worthy of introduction. Though one of his seedlings, 
Imura, produced its first flower when only four years old, 
some required ten to 12 years to bloom. Even after a 
flower looks promising, it takes time to prove the plant’s 
growth habits, its hardiness, floriferousness and adapta- 
bility. 

The casual observer might think that a mutation pro- 
vides a new variety overnight. This is not true. Take, for 
example, the discovery of Flowerwood, a fimbriated sport 
of Mathotiana. In 1943 Toichi Domoto of Hayward, Cali-

Plant-scouting in 


the British Isles 


NE wilting day last July, I stepped aboard the R.M.S. 
Queen Elizabeth to embark on three months of my 
favorite brand of adventure—plant-scouting in 

foreign lands. I was off to search gardens in Great Britain 
and Ireland for plants likely to be useful to American 
gardeners—as well as to make arrangements for introduc- 
ing them into this country. 

The valise in my hand bulged with the voluminous notes 
I’'d made on worth-while but little-known plants, as well as 
with long lists of special plants requested by botanic gar- 
dens, arboretums, public parks and similar institutions from 
the “four corners” of the United States—from Washington 
and California to Maine and Florida. The latter plants I'd 
volunteered to try and locate and bring back to these 
institutions for their collections or for scientific research. 

The plants I sought, then, fell into three categories: kinds 
likely, in my judgment, to be of value in the average Ameri- 
can garden, kinds requested by institutions, and kinds I 
believed should be added to the collection at the New York 
otanical Garden or elsewhere. 

[ arrived in England July 22 and the following day began 
un inspection of the magnificent collections at the Royal 
Botanic Gardens in Kew. This was followed by visits to 
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pected to prove good 
both indoors and in 
mild areas outdoors. 


the botanic gardens at Cambridge, Oxford, ‘Edinburgh, 
Glasnevin in Ireland and the Royal Horticultural Society 
Garden at Wisley, as well as to many private gardens, 
public parks and nurseries in England, Scotland, Ireland 
and Wales. Everywhere I received the utmost help. 

Quite early it became apparent that searching a few 
gardens thoroughly rather than skimming over a large 
number of them was the most profitable approach. Even 
so, I was unable to spend as much time in many of the 
sardens I did visit as I could have profitably used. 

In my three months’ stay, I checked the collections of 
about 30 gardens in all, and selected and brought back 
with me almost 900 plants of more than 250 distinct kinds, 
is well as seeds of several others. Of the 150 kinds 
requested by institutions, I succeeded in bringing back 
about 90. Five specially-designed Wardian cases (sturdy 
portable little greenhouses used for more than a century 
for carrying plants long distances) transported these plants 
safely across the Atlantic. 

Because interest in indoor gardening is intense, I'll lead 
off my plant descriptions with a few of the specimens which 
hold considerable promise as house plants. 

The watermelon pilea (PILEA CADIEREI) was first de- 
scribed botanically in 1938. Specimens collected by the 
missionary Cadier at an elevation of 1,000 feet in central 
Annam (near Indochina) were sent to Paris, where they 
were recognized as representing an entirely new species. 
from Paris, the plant went to Denmark and on to England. 
It’s also grown in Germany and other European countries 
where interest in house plants is keen. 

The watermelon pilea forms an attractive bushy plant 

foot or so high. Its handsome leaf markings—conspicu- 
cus silvery blotches on a background of bright green—are 
its chief attraction. An interesting fact is that the silvery 
effect is caused by “blisters,” cushions of air lying between 
ihe transparent outer skin of the leaf and the interior

tissues. When the leaf is held up to the light, it appears 
evenly green all over. Easily propagated by cuttings, the 
watermelon pilea should be pinched back occasionally to 
encourage bushiness. 

CYPERUS pIFFUSUS is a dwarf umbrella-plant, sturdier 
and darker in color than the common kind (Cyperus 
alternifolius) and apparently better suited for growing 
in the home. This tropical swamp plant is readily propa- 
gated by division and thrives in any ordinary soil kept 
constantly moist or even wet. Its grassy flowers are of 
small importance, but its graceful foliage and profuse 
growth make it a welcome change from ferns and palms. 

IMPATIENS HAWKERI, a native of New Guinea, was first 
brought to the attention of gardeners in 1866. Its white- 
eyed carmine red flowers measure fully 3 inches in diameter 
and are displayed to advantage against the deep purple 
succulent stems. This should prove a good addition to the 
patience plants grown in America. It may also prove a 
good summer garden plant, in addition to its usefulness as 
a pot subject. 

ELATOSTEMA RUGOSUM (the parataniwha of New Zealand) 
is not mentioned in any horticultural dictionary or book 
which I’ve consulted. Yet it’s a handsome plant ‘with mag- 
nificent coloring. Leaves are yellow-green and glistening 
bronze, 9 inches or so long and lopsidedly elliptic. Deeply 
and handsomely veined, they spread more or less fanwise 
in a single plane from the stem. [SEE PAGE 67 |

The real measure of a gardener’s skill is 
his success in growing perennials from 
seed. He may be able to raise good an- 
nuals and vegetables and still be baffled 
when it comes to germinating perennial 
seed. That this difficulty is widespread 
is indicated by reports of seedsmen. They 
expect one complaint for every 10,000 
packets of vegetable seeds sold, one for 
every 2,500 packets of annuals, but one 
for every 750 packets of perennials.

Since seed of all three classes has 
about the same percentage of germina-

tion potential when sent out, the snags 
with perennials are obviously in the ger- 
minating procedure followed. Our peren- 
nials come from widely differing climatic 
areas and consequently require varying 
conditions for seed germination. So if 
we are to succeed with them, we must 
ignore the common advice to plant them 
all in June. 

That idea came from Europe, where 
entirely different weather conditions pre- 
vail in June than in most parts of this 
country. In England, the source of most 
perennial cultural advice, June is a cool 
month with nighttime readings in the 
fifties and daytime temperatures com- 








The majority of perennials can be 
divided into four groups: those requiring 
for germination (1) a 52° to 59° tem- 
perature, (2) a steady 68°, (3) 86° days 
and 68° nights and (4) 90° days and 
55° nights. It is important to remember 
that these are soil temperatures, not air 
readings. In addition to a specific tem- 
perature and, of course, adequate 
moisture, certain seeds need direct ex- 
posure to light for germination; they will 
not tolerate deep planting. 

The first group, requiring the coolest 
temperature, should sprout strongly if 
sown in soil remaining between 52° and 
59°. Obviously, if sown in June, they 
would likely not grow at all. A few will 
germinate at higher temperatures, but 
the seedlings will be weaker. In early 
spring, however, temperatures to thi

liking of this group usually occur over 
most of the United States. 

The best practice is to prepare soil for 
these seeds in fall, just before winter 
stops outdoor garden work. Coldframes 
are not necessary but do provide a space 
that is easily weeded and cultivated. Be- 
cause the sides of the frame may hold 
water inside, to insure good drainage 
soil should be leveled about 2 or 3 inches 
higher than that outside. If the sash is 
put on just before the garden soil thaws 
in spring, work on these can begin 
before other garden operations demand 
attention. A covering of sifted compost 
or vermiculite can be sifted over most 
seeds in this group to help hold moisture. 

This is the best treatment for adonis, 
asperula, delphinium, linum and papaver. 
Delphinium calls for special mention. In 
the past, seeds of this plant were sown 
in late August. when fresh seed was 
available, but only the experienced gar- 
dener who knew how to manage cold- 
frames could achieve a high percentage 
of satisfactory seedlings. If seed was 
saved until spring, germination was so 
poor that seedsmen found delphinium an 
unprofitable item. Today, however, the 
specially stored and treated seed avail- 
able boasts a higher percentage of ger- 
mination than fresh seed and does fine 
when planted in early spring. 

The second group of perennials ger- 
minates best at approximately 68°. How- 
ever, seed can be sown at the same time 
as the first group, in which case it will 
merely-lie in the soil a few weeks longer 
and germinate when a steady soil tem- 
perature of 68° occurs. 

Plants in this group include: Althaea 
rosea, Alyssum, saxatile, anemone, an- 
themis, Aster alpinus. bellis, cerastium, 


chrysanthemum, coreopsis, dianthus, 
doronicum, gaillardia. gerbera, gyp- 
sophila, Lathyrus latifolius, lavatera, 


Lunaria biennis, lupinus, lychnis, mal- 
comia, malva, myosotis. nepeta, primula, 
ranunculus, senecio, silene, statice and 
thalictrum. 

Several of these plants germinate 
erratically. Alyssum saxatile sometimes 
does better at 86° days, 68° nights, if 
seed is fresh. Anemone is quite unpre- 
dictable and may take 80 days to ger- 
minate fully. Some seeds of Aster 
alpinus, doronicum, ranunculus and 
statice look sound but have no embyro. 
Don’t expect more than a 25 per cent 
stand on these, although under ideal con- 
ditions up to 50 per cent of the seed may 
germinate. 

The third group of perennials do well 
over most of the area north of the Mason- 
Dixon Line if sown in June. These are 
the plants which have helped maintain 
the fiction that all perennials should be 
planted in June. Results will be as good 
with this group, however, if seed is sown 
in early spring with the two preceding 
groups. These seeds need fluctuating 
temperatures, fairly warm during the day

and a little cooler at night. The best 
range is 86° days, 68° nights. At a soil 
depth of 44 to % inch, this range is 
reached in the northern part of the 
country in June. 

In this group are anchusa, aquilegia, 
asclepias, briza, Campanula carpatica, C. 
pyramidalis, echinops, geum, helianthus, 
heuchera, kniphofia, liatris, matricaria, 
penstemon, pyrethrum, rudbeckia and 
salvia. Two biennials, digitalis and Cam- 
panula medium, can be sown with this 
group, though often they will make 
stronger seedlings if sown earlier. 

The fourth group of perennials ger- 
minates best in spring only in unusual 
years. For them temperatures of 90° 
days, 55° nights are needed. In the 
North this temperature range usually 
occurs in August and is the result of 
more rapid cooling of the soil as the sun 
begins its southward swing. 

These plants are best grown in cold- 
frames. If frost comes early in fall the 
protection of the cover allows them to 
mature to a point where they can stand 
exposure later to winter temperatures. 
Several perennials in this group do best 
if seed is sown on the soil surface, ex- 
pesed to direct light. If moisture control 
is a problem when seeds are sown thus, 
use flats or pots as containers, plunge 
these into the soil in the coldframe and 
keep covered with a pane of glass. 
Achillea, Campanula lactiflora, C. persi- 
cifolia, centranthus, lavandula, mimosa, 
thyme, valeriana and viola belong to this 
group. 

Seed of a number of perennials will 
not germinate under any of the above 
conditions unless first subjected to a low 
temperature. Fall planting is recom- 
mended for this group, although the idea 
that actual freezing is needed has been 
exploded. Placing seed for several weeks 
in a temperature above freezing but be- 
low 42° will work equally well. Gentians 
are a possible exception to this rule. 
They should be held at 20° for ten days, 
then raised to 30° for a day or two and 
then held at 68°. Seeds which germinate 
best after cold treatment include aconi- 
tum, dicentra, iris, various lilies, Phlox 
decussata, P. divaricata, Asiatic primula, 
and rosa. 

Optimum temperatures for germinating 
all perennial seeds have not been worked 
out. Many plants sell in such limited 
quantities that the cost of working out 
their temperature preferences would be 
higher than the total profit from sales of 
the seeds. Such experiments are beyond 
the capacity of seedsmen, and perennials 
are not important enough commercially 
to interest government agencies. So the 
home gardener will do well to run his 
own experiments. When the best sowing 
procedure for a plant is unknown, try 
early spring planting first, then August 
planting. If neither of these methods is 
satisfactory, sow the seeds in fall and 
allow them to freeze over winter.» 





FLOWER GROWER 
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Pointers 


[FROM PAGE 55] to provide all the light 
possible. In late January, growth begins 
to pick up gradually, and feeding can 
begin in February. 

But even with care, many of these 
plants have a short life. Begonias may 
last into February. But when they cease 
flowering and leaves drop or become 
small, they’re finished. Florists propa- 
gate begonias in January by inserting 
healthy leaves with their stems in moist 
sand in a special greenhouse propagating 
case and growing at a temperature of 
60° to 65°. 

Under good conditions, poinsettias may 
last through January. Should you wish 
to try to carry your plants over to the 
next year, see instructions in captions 
and photos on page 55. 

Gardenias hold their foliage through 
the winter with perhaps some yellowing. 
You may be fortunate enough to have 
flowers, but plants generally drop their 
flower buds before they open. Be sure 
to give gardenias plenty of light through 
January and February. Many gardenias 
flower best in early spring, while some 
are failures until set outdoors in May, 
when they start flowering and continue 
throughout the summer. 


Flowering Sprays 


In January, budding branches of 
many flowering trees and shrubs can be 
brought into the house for a_spring- 
hloom preview. Select branches well sup- 
plied with plump flower buds. Don’t 
subject them at once to a very warm 
temperature, especially if they’re frozen, 
for the buds will dry up. First place 
them in a pail of water on a porch or 
in a cellar where the temperature is 
around 50°. When buds show color, 
bring branches into more light and 
warmth. An occasional misty spray of 
water over stems helps too. Forsythia 
and flowering quince are both easy to 
bring into bloom in this way. But apples, 
crabapples, cherries, magnolia and others 
are less co-operative and so are better 
left until the end of January or till 
February. The nearer to spring. the 
more sure the flowering of branches 
brought indoors. 


Coldframes 


Unless sweet violets are in active 
growth and flowering. in which case a 
10° to 50° night temperature must be 
maintained, the coldframe in January be- 
comes a cold storage place for pansies, 
English daisies and similar plants unable 
to take outdoor winter temperatures. 
These plants are handled in the cold- 
frame pretty much according to the in- 
structions for plants given in December 
Pointers. Your best chrysanthemums are 
best winter-housed in the coldframe too.»

INTER’S snow and ice and cold 

still rage in our midst, but we 

who garden under glass are oblivi- 
ous to it all when we enter the green- 
house. For there, flowers for cutting 
grow in the benches. bulbs open their 
blooms and pot plants are crowded with 
buds ready to burst into a spectacle of 
beauty. This display is the result of ad- 
vance planning and work. Seeds were 
sown in summer and fall; bulbs were 
potted up in early winter. And now, as 
we gaze from bench to bench admiring 
our private flower show, we know that in 
the greenhouse spring has already ar- 
rived. 

And the show must go on. So, amid 
today’s gay flowers, we sow more seed 
and root more cuttings as a nod to to- 
morrow and loveliness to come. 

Potted azaleas can now be brought 
into the light for spring flowering. For 
best blooms, give plants a 55° to 60° 
temperature. 

Bouvardia cuttings should be started 
this month for flowers in November and 
December. Their delicately fragrant blos- 
soms are a treat no greenhouse gardener 
should miss. After cuttings have rooted, 
plant in slightly alkaline soil in pots or 
benches. Browallia cuttings can also be 
started now. This plant’s small blue, 
purple or white blooms are showy in 
hanging baskets or boxes. Temperature 
—50° to 55°. 

Transplant young clarkia plants to 
other flats and space 3 inches apart. 
Later bench them about 8 inches apart. 
Use poor soil and keep on dry side. 
The 3- to 4-foot sprays of rosy flowers 
will amaze you. 

Geranium cuttings taken now will make 
excellent flowering plants. brightening 
the greenhouse in spring before frost 
leaves the ground, Later. they can be set 
in flower borders or porch boxes. 

Plant gladiolus corms and grow at a 
temperature of 50°. Bottom heat en- 
courages earlier flowering. 

Sow kalanchoe seed in sandy soil for 
Christmas bloom. Kalanchoe does not 
usually flower until January, but holi- 
day blooms can be induced by limiting 
the daylight hours for these plants from 
7 am. to 5 p.m. from September 1 to 
October 20. Plants raised from seed grow 
faster and make better specimens than 
those from cuttings. 

An old-time favorite rarely found in 
greenhouses nowadays is gazania. It’s 


an excellent plant, easy of culture, with 
night-closing daisy-like blooms. Gazania

pottsi produces pure yellow flowers; G. 
splendens, orange; G. pavonia, yellowish 
orange. There are also species with scar- 
let and purple flowers and many excel- 


lent named varieties. Seed germinates 
readily this month and will produce 


blooming plants by May. Grow in a mix- 
ture of fibrous loam (no peatmoss) with 
coarse sand added to provide good drain- 
age. It’s important that the soil be free 
from disease because these plants are 
susceptible to root rot. A cool house 
plant, it should be grown at a tempera- 
ture of 50°. In June, plants may be set 
in the garden, where they will continue fo 
bloom throughout most of the summer. 
Root clumps are divided in fall and 
wintered over in the greenhouse. 

Seed of several other flowers can be 
sown now for bloom in May or June. 
Among them: blue lace flower or didis- 
cus. calendula, candytuft, annual chrys- 
anthemum, lupine, schizanthus or but- 
terfly flower, snapdragon and _ stock. 
Calendula, schizanthus and stock should 
be grown cool. Candytuft is one of the 
easiest greenhouse plants and makes ex- 
cellent cut flowers. The umbellata type 
should be grown 10 inches apart, the hya- 
cinth-flowered type, 6 inches apart.» 





Try This in Your Greenhouse

[From pace 59] The parataniwha is 
probably well adapted to indoor culture 
and certainly should prove satisfactory 
outdoors in mild sections. It loves mois- 
ture and partial shade. In the wild it 
grows in wet calcareous soils—a hint that 
lime, as well as moisture, will be appre- 
ciated by cultivated specimens. It propa- 
gates readily from cuttings. 

CYPERUS HASPAN VIVIPARUS is a 
charming foliage plant resembling in 
miniature the giant papyrus of the Nile 
which furnished Egyptians their paper. 
This new variety, which has the graceful 
habit of its larger relative, might well 
be named pygmy papyrus. Each stem is 
crowned with a 3- or 4-inch hemispher- 
ical mop of slender filaments the same 
vivid green as the stems. 

The pygmy papyrus thrives in rich soil 
kept constantly wet by having the pots 
submerged fully or partially in water. 
Readily propagated by division, it can 
also be easily increased by >ending a 
stem over so that its mop head touches 
the soil and generates a new plant. This 
ability gives the variety its name. 

Succeeding articles will cover some of 
the many other interesting and _ little- 
known plants “unearthed” on my recent 
plant-prospecting trip abroad. But to 
close this initial piece, I'd like to tell how 
the expedition »-s made possible. Its 
genesis dates baca more than a year. In 
May, 1951, in an address to the Garden 
Club of America, I mentioned that the 
British had been collecting plants from 
all over the world for two centuries or 
more, that their hybridists and plant 
selectors had been busy for almost as 
long, and that a careful search of British 
vardens would likely reveal as many 
plants worthy of introduction and trial 
in the United States as would expeditions 
to more distant and less accessible parts 
of the world. The possibilities were ap- 
preciated by Miss Mabel Choate of 
Stockbridge, Massachusetts, who sug- 
gested to the Lenox, Massachusetts, Gar- 
den Club that they- sponsor such an ex- 
pedition to receive the support of the 
Garden Club of America. The sugges- 
tion was adopted. The Lenox Club spon- 
sored the project. the Garden Club of 
\illbrook, New York, seconded it, and 
in May, 1952, the Founders’ Fund Award 
of the Garden Club of America was 
made to the New York Botanical Garden 
to send me to Great Britain to seek 
plants. The award was supplemented by 
contributions from the Lenox and Mill- 
brook clubs and the Fairchild Tropical 
Carden of Coconut Grove, Florida»

arden Club Forum 


HE success of speeches given at 
‘ce meetings depends not only 

upon your guest speaker but also 
upon your club’s provision of proper 
“working conditions” for him. All too 
often poor acoustics or a public address 
system that squeals or blasts makes an 
excellent speech a dud—while the dif- 
ficulties that are apt to confront the 
person giving an illustrated talk are 
legion. 

For instance, although the speaker 
may have been assured the room could be 
darkened, he is likely to find it equipped 
only with Venetian blinds or, just as bad, 
light-colored shades or drapes. He is 
then blamed for the bleached-out pic- 
tures. Or the speaker may find himself 
working with a projector too small to 
show the pictures properly (a 500-watt 
projector at least is needed) or a screen 
so small and low-down that most of the 
audience can’t see the pictures at all. 
Following are a few additional sugges- 
tions to help you provide the proper con- 
ditions for giving illustrated talks. The 
No. 3 point applies, of course, whenever 
a public address system is used. 

1. Maximum distance of spectators 
from screen should be six times the

screen’s width; minimum distance, twice 
the screen’s width. A 6-foot screen, 
therefore, allows a 24-foot-deep seating 
area. Make each row of seats no longer 
than the distance of the row from the 
screen in order that the angle from which 
the screen is viewed will never be more 
than 30°. If seats are stationary, you 
can rope off the area where you want 
people to sit. Avoid seating members 
too close to projector. 

2. A darkened room often gets hot 
and stuffy, so provide plenty of ventila- 
tion. If you have a permanent projection 
room, arrange blinds so that there’s 
enough space between blinds and 
windows to permit a flow of air. There 
will be little light leakage if blinds are 
the proper length. 

3. For best sound reproduction, place 
loudspeaker in front of and _ slightly 
above audience, aiming it downward 
toward center of the group. Avoid rooms 
with hard-surfaced walls.

in planning next year’s program. Our 
town is a small one, of approximately 
3.000. and our club membership numbers 
60 to 70. Unfortunately, only a small 
percentage of this group is active.” 

The first concern of any club such as 
yours, in my opinion, should be to gain 
general participation of members. One 
aid to this is to insert a clause in the 
constitution ‘requiring participation of 
regular members, nonparticipants auto- 
matically becoming associate members, 
who are required to pay double dues. 
Participation may be defined as attending 
a minimum number of meetings a year, 
serving on committees, providing a spe- 
cific number of exhibits a year, serving 
as speaker, etc. Many clubs which hold 
flower shows require every member either 
to serve on the committee or to bring in 
one or more exhibits.»

NY gardener’s library would benefit 
A by the addition of the souvenir 
flower show booklet from the 9th 
District (Westchester and Putnam coun- 
ties, New York). The beautiful cover 
with an 8 < 10 flower print and the ex- 
pert layout of the schedule, flower ar- 
rangement illustrations and advertise- 
ments make the booklet an artistic 
triumph. Also of permanent value are 
the articles on attracting birds, growing 
house plants, planting bulbs, garden 
therapy, combining fruits and flowers 
and flower arrangement—all written es- 
pecially for this booklet by leaders in 
each field. 

Co-chairmen for the show were Mrs. 
George Hirsch of New Rochelle. the dis- 
trict director, and Mrs. Charles Hoffman 
of Scarsdale, former president of the 
New York State Federation. Although 


months have passed since the exhibition, 
I am constantly reminded of its influence 
throughout our region and in neighboring 
states. Visitors have mentioned the warm 
welcome they received, the introductions 
made by committee members, and the 
invitation to visit the hospitality room 
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where they could learn more about the 
exhibitors. 

During the three-day show, the same 
schedule was used but each day it was 
interpreted differently by new exhibitors. 
Garden plantings throughout the center 
of the hall and a woodland planting on 
the stage created a spacious effect. 

Exhibits were staged by war-veteran 
patients of the Franklin Delano Roose- 
velt Hospital, Montrose, New York, along 
with those of garden club members and 
professional gardeners. Garden therapy 
for this hospital is a major project for 
the 9th District clubs and during the 
coming year they hope to build a green- 
house at the hospital to insure an indoor 
gardening program. 

At the chrysanthemum show at the 
New York Botanical Garden in October, 
dramatic niche arrangements of drift- 
wood and chrysanthemums drew much 
attention. By special selection and prepa- 
ration of fantastic natural wood pieces, 
the interpretations were widely varied. 
Backgrounds of tall corrugated paper 
screens were used for regular exhibits 
at both the Westchester and New York 





Botanical Garden shows. These gave the 
exhibitors greater freedom within a con- 
fined area. In the artistic classes as well 
as in the horticultural exhibits, greatest 
emphasis was placed on spider, thread 
and quill chrysanthemums. 

A series of programs for member 
participation at the Brewster, New York, 
club has been set up by Mrs. L. Less, II. 
At each meeting three members present 
special material on one subject. Mrs. 
Vreeland VonGal’s “Types of Chrysan- 
themums” was enhanced by the illustra- 
tions she made on 30 x 20-inch sheets 
with cutouts from recent plant cata- 
logues showing each mum type.

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Nut Trees 


[From pace 50] nut, C. tomentosa (C. 
alba) and several other smooth-barked 
species. White hickory foliage is attrac- 
tive and provides dense shade, but the 
nuts are inferior to those of the rough- 
barked species. Bitternut, C. cordiformis, 
is a magnificent tree like the pecan but 
with inedible nuts. 

Next come the walnuts. The eastern 
black walnut, Juglans nigra, is no less 
American than the hickories. It grows 
rapidly and is almost immune to storm 
damage. When grown in good soil, 
reaches noble proportions, making our 
finest and most valuable timber tree. The 
nuts lend their characteristic rich flavor 
to cookery better, perhaps, than those of 
any other species. Bluegrass thrives in 
its open shade, but shrubs and _ lesser 
trees planted nearby suffer from a 
poisonous substance in its roots. This is 
a tree for wide, open spaces. Thomas is 
the most widely planted variety, but 
Ohio has superior foliage and holds it 
longer in fall. 

The Persian walnut, J. regia, familiar 
to every housewife as the English wal- 
nut, is produced commercially in south- 
ern Europe and California. Few people 
realize that it can be grown in the eastern 
United States. although thousands of 
these trees, some of great age, grow 
there. Robust and fast-growing, this tree 
requires full sunlight and plenty of room. 
Its shade is much denser than that of the 
black walnut. and the tree should be 
headed ‘high if grass is to grow beneath. 
The best hardy named varieties are 
grafted on black walnut roots. 

Do not overlook the white walnut or 
butternut, J. cinerea. It is hardy even in 
the extreme North, with its range extend- 
ing far south along the Appalachians. 
However, it is subject to leaf spot and 
sunscald in southern locations. This 
spreading ornamental tree is neither as 
large or long-lived as the black walnut. 

The attractive Japanese walnut, J. 
sieboldiana, is a near cousin of the but- 
ternut, but is more wide-spreading and 
bears even larger leaves. It is a 
rapidly growing tree but is short-lived. 
One variety, J. s. cordiformis, is called 
heartnut because the fruit is almost 
heart-shaped. Its kernels, which extract 
readily, have a mild butternut flavor 
Like the butternut, the Japanese walnut 
is subject to defoliation by fungus leaf 
spot when grown in warm, wet locations. 

The American chestnut has long since 
disappeared from the scene, thanks to 
the oriental chestnut blight. But in re- 
turn, the Orient has furnished us with 
the blight-resistant Chinese chestnut, 
Castanea molissima. This species pro- 
duces nuts somewhat larger than those 
of the American species, fully their equal 
in flavor and vastly superior to the Euro- 
pean chestnuts found on the market. 

The filberts or hazels close our list. 
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European filberts, Corylus avellana, grow 
as vigorously as the American species, 
C. americana, and in the same locations. 
The two species are subject to the same 
diseases, but are less susceptible to them 
in town than in the country. Japanese 
beetles are fond of hazels. Both species 
are shrubby but can be trained as small 
trees with one or more trunks. For 
limited space, all hazels are a good 
choice. 

The nuts of the European hazel are 
the filberts of commerce. Native hazel- 
nuts are equally palatable but smaller. 
Probably the best hazel tree for home 
planting is C. mildredensis, a cross be- 
tween the two species made by the late 
J. F. Jones of Lancaster, Pennsylvania. 
Both tree and nuts, which are of good 
quality, are intermediate in size. The tree 
is healthy and vigorous, and I’ve found it 
less subject to disease than either parent. 

It’s unfortunate that the Turkish tree 
hazel, C. colurna, is not readily avail- 
able and better known. The nuts are ot 
little value, but the upright conical 
growth and pleasing foliage of this tree 
make it highly desirable where space is 
limited or an accent needed. It seems 
quite at home in Pennsylvania and Vir- 
ginia. 

Now a word about how to keep your 
nut trees well-shaped. When the trees 
are given ample space and sunlight, the 
crowns take care of themselves. Shun the 
ax-and-saw artist who wants to “prune” 
your trees. Such pruning generally con- 
sists of cutting back the top, thereby ruin- 
ing the natural tree framework and sub- 
stituting many spindling shoots, most of 
which eventually die. For a smooth 
straight trunk with branches starting 
high enough to allow ample headroom 
and admit light for growth of grass, crop 
back the lower branches over a period 
of several years, eventually removing 
them altogether. Because tree growth de- 
pends upon extent of leaf area, this 
gradual-pruning procedure encourages 
upward growth with minimum stunting 
and shock. 

If you are unable to locate certain nut 
trees from nearby nurseries, a list of 
companies growing the better varieties 
can be secured from Spencer B. Chase, 
Northern Nut Growers Association, Nor- 
ris, Tennessee.

crops, reports that the parent tree of 
Nanking, the U.S. Department of Agri 
culture’s #1 variety, bore 163.2 pounds 
of nuts in five years. 

The flavor of the Chinese nuts is much 
better than that of the Japanese varie 
ties, but the nuts are not as large as the 
European chestnuts often sold on street 
corners. The European species, Cas- 
TANEA SATIVA, is not hardy in our north- 
ern winters and is susceptible to the 
blight. 

The hybridists are seeking to develop 
a chestnut tree with a trunk which will 
make a saw log. This would make it a 
better tree for commercial plantings and 
lumber cut from it would be more 
usable. But as for chestnut trees that 
can be grown in a lifetime, let me tell 
you about the ones I have seen. Since | 
have lived in Connecticut, some 30 years. 
I have watched many chestnuts grow 
from seed to bearing age. These are 
mostly seedlings from a chestnut tree 
on the grounds of my _ brother-in-law, 
Edward E. Hunt, in Riverside, Conn. 
The original trees came from the Office 
of Plant Introduction of the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, at that time 
headed by the famous plantsman, David 
Fairchild. The oldest tree is perhaps 
24 inches in diameter at the butt, 25 
feet tall and has a 30-foot spread. It is 
a handsome tree and bears an abundant 
crop of nuts every year. 

Dr. Robert Morris, a retired surgeon 
and an enthusiastic nuticulturist, planted 
a number of blight-resistant chestnuts 
on his estate, Merribrooke, in the Mianus 
River valley. Many of these did well and 
bore nuts abundantly. In recent years. 
as more and more nurseries have offered 
chestnut trees, a number of people have 
planted them. Some of them have now 
come to bearing age. All are of tlie 
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spreading type and apparently of Chi- 
nese origin. Since they are mostly seed- 
lings, it is stil] too soon to appraise their 
value, but they seem to be doing well. 

The requirements of the chestnut are 
not exacting. It prefers a deep forest 
soil with good drainage and some sun- 
light, but it will grow in almost any 
well-drained garden soil which is sup- 
plied with organic matter. It may grow 
better in soil slightly on the acid side, 
but it will tolerate lime if the soil is not 
too alkaline. 

If you plant a Chinese chestnut, allow 
enough space—at least 25 feet—for the 
tree to spread out to its natural width. 
The side branches will be low-spreading 
but may be pruned up so as to allow 
grass to be grown and mowed under- 
neath. 

When in flower in June, the tree is 
strikingly handsome, the cream-colored 
catkins borne in great abundance. The 
heavy, sweet odor of the pollen may be 
oppressive to some people, so it should 
not be planted too close to the house. 
To insure pollination, it is always best to 
plant at least two trees. 

The burrs are large enough by late 
summer to attract the squirrels, which 
may begin cutting off branches before 
the nuts are ripe. From then the race 
is on to see who gets the nuts, but if 
you pull off the nuts with a rake before 
they are fully ripe, you will get your 
share. 

The chestnut may again become an 
important forest tree if the blight can 
be licked. This can be done only with 
new strains or hybrids. The U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture is interested in 
this problem, as is the Connecticut Ex- 
periment Station. Thousands of amateur 
chestnut lovers have cooperated also, by 
sending in nuts from native saplings 
which are still bearing in an effort to 
propagate the species. 

There are many encouraging signs of 
progress. Dr. J. Russell Smith has de- 
veloped a number of strains of Chinese 
chestnuts in his nursery in the Blue 
Ridge mountains of Virginia which have 
proved to be practically blightproof. 
These include the Zimmerman and Hunt 
strains, the Connecticut Yankee and the 
Abundance, as well as those released by 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture. 

Arthur Harmount Graves, of the Con- 
necticut Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion, has been interested in chestnuts for 
years and is doing important breeding 
and testing work in Hampden, Conn. 
He has more than 2,500 trees. 

Breeding is slow; it takes several 
years for a chestnut tree to bear and 
the American strains are often dominant, 
thus tending to be more susceptible to 
the blight. But inevitably a proper cross 
will be found. You can have chestnuts on 
your place now, but be sure you buy a 
blight-resistant strain.»

[FRom PAGE 56] small branch of a speci- 
men plant in the Flowerwood Green- 
houses, Crystal Lake, Illinois. The wood 
was observed for two years for recurrent 
bloom and then was sent to the Domoto 
Nurseries for propagation. Not until 
1950 was Mr. Domoto satisfied that he 
had a true sport and could apply for a 
plant patent. 

The story of the peony-form sport ob- 
served on a number of Pink Perfection 
camellias does not have such a happy 
ending. We know dozens of growers who 
have grafted this sport only to have it 
revert to the imbricated form when it 
flowered. 

Even after a new variety is established, 
some time is required for growers to 
propagate enough plants to satisfy pub- 
lic demand. Grafting is faster than root- 
ing cuttings, but the fact remains that 
all the ultimate stock starts from one 
lone bush. 

To describe only the newest introduc- 
tions, which are still in very limited 
supply, would force most readers into 
a state of wishful thinking. We have 
gone back a few years to include with 
the brand-new ones some good varieties 
just now available in sufficient quantity 
for general distribution. 


MeELopy LANE was the first Mar- 
garete Hertrich Award winner at the 
1951 Pasadena Camellia Show. This 


free-flowering seedling, grown by E. W. 
Miller. produces very large semidouble 
blooms, blush pink with a few red stripes. 
It is a strong grower. 

Brive’s Bouquet, developed by Harvey 
F, Short, was the 1952 winner. A seedling 
of Lotus, it is a large semidouble white 
with notched petals. The pale, almost 
white stamens are tipped with gold. 

MASTERPIECE is another seedling of 
Lotus developed by Mr. Short. The large 
glistening white flower is completely 
double, of variable imbrication. Its dark 
green foliage is one of its most interest- 
ing characteristics, some leaves being as 
large as 74% inches by 4% inches, 

Mrs. Bertua A. Harms, offspring of 
Lady Clare and Lotus, has extremely 
large, graceful 14-petaled flowers of 
crepe-paper texture. Upon opening 
blooms are a faint pink paling to white, 
but as they reach maturity they become 
soft pink. A center cluster of 100 or 
more yellow stamens adds charm to the 


5¥%- or 6-inch flowers. H. H. Harms 
introduced this medium-late blooming 
camellia. 


Josnua E. Youtz (white Daikagura) is 
one of the best new camellias from the 
West Coast. Its large blossoms with- 
stand temperature changes better than 
most white varieties and both petals and 
foliage have real substance. The semi- 
double to double, inbricated flowers ap- 
pear over a long period.

de Nantes. It is variegated and fringed 
like its parent but different in form. 
Fortunately it inherited the typical Ville 
Je Nantes “rabbit ears.” It was intro- 
duced in the fall of 1950 by Vernon 
James. 

Beau Harp, from Pensacola, Florida, 
was awarded the first Ilges Medal in 
1949. Grown by G. Harp Wilkinson from 
seed imported from Japan, it first 
flowered in 1945. This midseason bloomer 
bears red flowers; it is an incomplete 
double, with large petaloids (formerly 
called petalodes—Ed). The bloom has 
great depth and is really an exhibition 
flower. 

In 1950 the Ilges Medal went to 
JosepH PFiNncGstTL, a seedling originated 
by Emmett J. Pfingstl. There is an un- 
usual mixture of scarlet, crimson and 
red radiating in the fldwers. Outer petals 
are waved; inner petals are intermixed 
with stamens. A variegated sport of this 
variety shows great promise. 

R. L. WHEELER has received a long 
array of coveted honors. This seedling of 
unknown parentage originated in the 
garden of Dr. W. G. Lee. It is a semi- 
double rose-colored flower, averaging 6 
inches in diameter. The heavy conspicu- 
ous stamens surrounded by petaloids are 
a distinctive marking. Growth is strong 
and vigorous, foliage unusually large. 
This is a truly spectacular variety 
either as a bush in the garden or as a 
cut flower. 

MARJORIE MAGNIFICENT, an incomplete 
double, another Wilkinson seedling 
grown from Japanese seed, is a notable 
addition to any collection. Its medium 
sized blossoms are satiny pink. In its 
final stage of development the high rose- 
bud center opens to show stamens. 

PEARL MAXWELL is an exquisite formal 
double with soft, shell pink flowers meas- 
uring 414 to 5% inches. It resembles a 
glorified Pink Perfection with softer 
coloring but without the characteristic 
streaking of that flower. This seedling of 
Enrico Bettoni was raised by Mrs. C. O. 
Maxwell. 

FRANK Gipson is characterized by a 
single row of pure white petals, a high 
center of golden petaloids and heavy 
golden stamens. Hybridizers are eyeing 
this newcomer as a potential parent in 
producing a yellow camellia. It was 
raised by Mrs. F. L. Gibson. 

From the Mississippi Gulf Coast the 
T. S. Clowers have contributed a worthy 
collection of seedlings. Their first suc- 
cess, CLoweR WHITE, was originally 
given the descriptive name of White 
Potato Chips. Their Simeon is a large 
semidouble pink, 5 inches across, with 
guard petals that stand straight up. 

J. S. Braprorp, also in the Gulf Coast 
section, has the beautiful double white 
Morninc Giow to his credit. His Mrs. 
Batpwin Woop is a translucent white 
with silver-pink stripes. Its pink sport,

AGNES OF THE Oaks, a seedling of un- 
known parentage, received the American 
Camellia Society Award of Merit at the 
1950 Louisiana Camellia Society show. 
When fully open, this flower measures 
from 434 to 534 inches across. It has 
considerable depth and distinctive fra- 
grance, the latter a most unusual quality 
in a camellia. 

There seems to be no stopping place 
in this review of fine new 
Dippy MEALING, a creamy white seedling 
with an occasional fleck of pink. must 
certainly be mentioned. This fully 
bricated blossom with its high rosebud 
center, is the pride of its originators, Dr. 


and Mrs. H. G. Mealing. 
We must not overlook a _ consistent 
prize winner, C. M. Witson, the mag- 


nificent pink sport of Chandleri Elegans. 
Two other seedlings are also outstanding. 
Dr. Tinstey (Tinsley 71) is a refined, 
semidouble variety with flowers shad- 
ing from pale pink at the center to a 
margin of rose. A sure winner in a show, 
this camellia is one of the fragile-looking 
types that blooms well even after a cold 
snap. It was raised by Mrs. G. J. Tinsley. 
Erne: M. Davis creates a mild sensa- 
tion it This clear 
pink, fluffy, incomplete double with in- 
terspersed stamens was grown by E. B. 
Davis, originator of Rose Dawn, another 
beautiful item of an earlier 
date. 

Newest on the camellia horizon are 
the 15 varieties of Camellia reticulata 
imported from Yunnan Province, China, 
in 1948. The size and substance of the 
flowers, their intriguing colors and va- 
riety of form have won praise from the 
most discerning collectors. 

The story of how these plants crossed 
the Pacific is as fascinating as the blooms 
themselves. and to Dr. Walter E. Lam- 
merts. research director of Descanso 
Gardens in La Canada, California, goes 
the credit of bringing them here. In 1944, 
while studying literature on various 
species of camellia, he came upon an 
article in the Journal of the Royal Hor- 
ticultural Society (1938) mentioning 
that several varieties of C. reticulata 
were thought to be under cultivation in 
Yunnan. 

After several years of painstaking ef-

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fort and copious correspondence with | 
H. T. Tsai of the Yunnan Botanical In- | 


stitute, a shipment arrived by air in San 
Francisco in March, 1948. It consisted of 
20 plants, each different. potted in their 
original Chinese soil—an unintentional 
quarantine violation. After the plants 
were repotted and fumigated. they were 
released by the authorities. Many of the 
15 survivors bloomed in the spring of 
1949 and, according to Dr. Lammerts, 
the flowers exceeded the descriptions 
given by Mr. Tsai in both size and beauty.

“The most remarkable feature of these 
camellias is the amazing transformation 
they undergo in flower development.

All these new reticulatas are not as 
large as PurpLe Gown, but each has 
some outstanding quality that sets it 
apart from other camellias.
